Fred Greenwald, an empl®ye of the F. O. 
Sawyer Paper Co., 321 North Third street, 
and living at 218 Cass avenue, was the 
Victim of an attempted hold-up at Nine- 
teenth and Madison street early Sunday 
morning.

Civilians Do Up a Detachment

Soldiers, women and civilians mixed up in 
a fight at the Butaw House early Sunday 
morning, and the army was disastrously 
routed.

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MYSTERY OF A DEATH

Brilliantly Lighted House on 
Chestnut Street and a 
Corpse Within. 


Dos HOWLED A_ WARNING. 


Investigation Showed the Body 
of Mrs. Fannie Siegfried 
Lying on the Floor. 


Mystery surrounds the death of Mrs. Fan- 
nie Siegfried, whose decomposed remains 
were found in the rear hallway of 2341 Chest- 
nut street about 9 p’clock Sunday night. 

The woman had used the house as, a 
furnished room place: for women, but a 
week or two ago her tenants left her and 
since that time she had looked after the 
house alone. 

Her horfie was in two rented rooms on 
Jefferson avenue, near Wash street, and 
none of her effects had been moved to the 
Chestnut street housé. 

The last seen of the woman alive was Fri- 
day evening. From the decaying condition 
of the body it is evident she died some time 
that night. 

The gas was still burning In the down- 
stairs rooms and hall. How it happened in 
that thickly-settled block—for the houses 
on either side of 2341 are filled with women— 
with the light burning brightly day and 
night all Saturday, that the body of the 
woman was not discovered, is yet to be 
explained. 

All Saturday and Sunday the neighbors 
and passers-by had noticed a poodle dog 
barking and whining at the front doer, but 
no one in that neighborhood thought or 
cared to pay aught to the dog’s distress or 
the brightly-lighted house. 

The discovery of the body is due to Mrs. 
Rose Winton, who keeps a house at 2321 
Chestnut street. Mrs. Winton is probably 
50 years old, and had known Mrs. Siegfried 
for several years, but in the casual way that 
keepers of houses in that district know each 
other. ‘ 

When seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Monday Mrs. Winton said: “I had not seen 
Mrs. Siegfried for nearly two months, ex- 
cept once on the sidewalk when she was 
passing my house. She was in miserable 
health and very despondent, as the girls she 
had rented her rooms to had stolen away 
owing her large bills. 

“Friday about 2 o’clock I received a -note 
from Mrs. Siegfried to call and see her that 
evening, if possible, but I had to go down- 
town, and Saturday the note passed out of 
my memory. Sunday evening I happened 
to pick the note up from a table, and imme- 
diately went up to Mrs. Siegfried’s house. 

“after ringing the bell repeatedly, with- 
out any response, I hailed Policeman Mur- 
phy, who happened to be passing. He could 


not force the door, and finally got into the |

house through the window. 

“He found the body face downward in the 
rear hall. and it looked as if the woman 
had just come down the stairway and 
started for the front room, when she fell, 
to die there alone. 

“I think she must have taken poison on 
account of her ill-health and distress about 
the loss of tenants, and no money with 
which to pay rent. 

“She was about 4 years old, and had 
been married to a bricklayer, but I think 
he is dead. She has a married sister liv- 
ing in the city, but what her name ig I do 
not know. 

“Though Mrs. Siegfried did not indicate 
in her note what she wanted to see me for, 
Il presume it was to talk about business 
and see if I could not suggest some way 
out of her difficulties.”’ 

he women living in houses adjoining 
2441 profess to know absolutely nothing 
about Mrs. Siegfried, and say that though 
she has rentéd the house for a year they 
never became acquainted with her. Neither 
do they know or will tell the names of the 
three girls who roomed in the house and 
skipped out between two suns, leaving their 
rent bills unpaid. 

Mrs. S‘'egfried must have died early In the 
evening aa she had on her street dreas. The 
fusniture and everything about the house 
was in order, and there were no evidences 
of robbery. 

The remains of Mrs. Siégfried were moved

ONE ROBBER WAS _ SHOT. 


He Escaped; Is the Notorious 
George Tandy, and His 
Wounds Are Believed 
to Be Serious. 


There was a desperate fight between 
negro burglars and police in Schwartz & 
Weil’s shirt factory, 1017 Lucas avenue, 
Sunday night. 

Patrolmen Coleman, Carey and Bunting 
passed by the shirt factory at 11:30 o’clock 
—just in time to hear burglars working 
within. The officers forced an entrance. 
Taken by surprise, the burglars had no 
time to escape. 

A fight ensued, four thieves against three 
policemen. The officers had the best of it 
from the start. 

Clubs were freely used. Heads were bat- 
tered without regard to consequences. One 
of the burglars gave Officer Bunting a 
knock-out: blow in the stomach. The officer 
rallied and was again sent sprawling, 
kicked in the stomach. Again he rallied. 
Three shots from his gun came in rapid 
succession. One of the burglars, shot 
through the shoulder, sprang through a 
window and escaped. Then another took 
the same route for Hberty. 

The two remaining burglars surrendered 
and were locked up. They gave the names 
of George Wright and Frank Johnson. 
They said their pal, who was shot through 
the shoulder, was the notorious George 
Tandy. 

The prisoners claimed not to know the 
name of the other escaped burglar. 

Tandy is believed to be badly injured and 
his capture is only a question of a little 
time. Warrants charging burglary were 
issued Monday. The police were bruised 
considerably, but their injuries are not 
serious.

WANDERED ALL NIGHT. 


Demented Mrs. Wilson Puzzled 
Her Husband and the Police. 


Mra. Flora Wilson, a demented woman, 
walked out of the St. Louis Baptist Hospi- 
tal early Sunday morning, and no trace of 
her was found until Monday noon, when her 
husband found her patrolling the streets 
at Twenty-ninth and Washington avenue. 

**This was the third time Mrs. Wilson had 
been in the hospital,’’ said Dr. Morris to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. ‘“We kept a careful 
watch upon her movements, and as she 
seemed pleased with her surroundings, there 
was never any suspicion that she might go 
away. 

‘Mrs, Wilson, however, had the cunning 
of a demented person, and when she saw 
a momentary opportunity, Sunday morning, 
she disappeared."

Deputy Coroner Lioyd has notified the 
druggist who sold Yarr the laudanum to 
appear at the Coroner's office to explain 
under what circumstances he sold poison to 
a drunken man.

They were walking north on the 
east side of Sixth street,-beiween Carr and 
Biddle, when a man suddenly sprang for- 
ward and plunged a knife in Lohrman’s ab- 
domen.

Aug. 9.—The assassination of 
the Prime Minister of Spain, Senor Carovas 
del Castillo, who was shot and killed by an 
Italian Anarchist ,whose name !s believed to 
be Michelo Angine Golli, at the baths of 
Santa Agueda, yesterday afternoon was un- 
doubtedly cold bloo ledly premeditate d. Goll 
deliberately watched for an opportunity to 
kill the Spanish statesman, and he only 
fired when he had no chance of missing. In | 
fact, the assassin, who was arrested almost 
immediately after the Premier fell dead at 
the feet of his wife, has declared 4s mu ‘h to 
the examining magistrate. The Prime Min- 
eter Mngered for some time in agony and 
passed away with a cry of “Long live 
Spaint’’ 

Pathe details of the assassination show 
that Senor del Castillo and his wife were 
present yesterday morning at the celebra- 
tion of mass in the chapel attached to the 
baths. After mass the Premicr was reading 
and conversing with some reporters, when 
the assassin approached and fired three 
shots at him with a revolver, hitting him in 
the forehead, chest and left ear.

The pris- 
oner, who declared he had killed the Pre- 
mier “in the accomplishment of a just 
vengeance,” at first gave the name of Ri- 
naldi, and claimed that the deed was the 
outcome of an extensive Anarchist con- 


spiracy. 


Later, however, the assassin 
that his real name was Michelo 
Golll, that he was 26 years of age, a native 
of Boggia, near Naples, and that he left 
Italy and came to Spain in 1896. After 
reaching Spain, Golli, according to his 
confession, resided at Barcelona and par- 
tictpated in the doings of the various An- 
archist societies of that place and vicinity. 
After sojourning at Barcelona for some 
time, Golli visited France and Belgium and 
returned to Spain in July last. After his 
return, the Anarchist seemed to have com- 
pleted the plans for the assassination of the 
Prime Minister. He left Madrid for Santa 
Agueda at the same time as Senor Canovas 
del Castillo and awaited an opportunity to 
assassinate the statesman. 

In appearance, Golli is of medium height, 
wears a full beard and spectacles, and his 
demeanor is that of a quiet, law-abiding 
citizen. He says he is satisfied with having 
“done his duty’’ and asserts that he had no 
personal grudge against the Premier and 
was merely obeying orders received from 
his superiors in the secret.society to which 
he belonged. 

He frankly professes anarchist doctrine, 
snys he was sentenced in 1895 to 18 months’ 
imprisonment in the jail at Lucera, Italy, 
and claims that he escaped from there to 
Marseilles, from which port he made his 
way to Barcelona. 

Senora Canovas, wife of the Premier, who 
was but a short distance away from her

Special to the Post-Dispatch 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. §8.—There is 
one United States Consul who has become a 
terror to the Turkish heart. 

Consul James H. Madden, an Illinois man, 
it ie who has come to be known among 
Americans abroad as a model of his 
calling. He is located at Smyrna. He has 
no knowledge of the Turkish language, but 
is abundantly supplied with energetic 
Bnglish. 

Two of his latest diplomatic acts have 
been described to the State Department peo- 
ple by appreciative observers.

They had béen 
gathering clothes for sufferers in the) in- 
terior. 
The Turkish officers at the wharf refused 
to pass charity boxes, demanding infor 
tion of the exact nature of the contents 
Madden came down, listened to the s} 
of the missionaries, got into a towel!

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BRADY'S PROTEGE: THE DIAMOND TAIEF. 


An Episode in the Career of the Man Who Wants to Be Election 
Commissioner of the City of St. Louis. 


Hugh Brady Made Vigorous Efforts to Have 
the Notorious Criminal Released 
on Bail. 
He Fails, but Jimmy Barton Escaped While in 
Charge of Brady’s Brother-in-Lbw, 
Deputy Sheriff Annis. 


Recaptured, He Pleaded Guilty, Went to the 
Penitentiary and Was Pardoned by Former 
Governor Stone at Brady’s Solicitation. 


* Jimmy Bryant, alas Parton, ts a professional thief. 
He is known as euch to the police of different cities tn the 


country. 
He had frequently been arrested in other cities, but esoaped

In August, 186%, a daring robbery took place on the Washing- 


ton avenue cars, near Finney avenue.

him credit at once for 
eminence in the world 
of crooks. 

Officers at the Four 
Courts thought they'd 
made a bigger haul 
than that of a hovice, and so sent inquiries around the country, 
asking if Barton had a record elsewhere. Among other replies 
came the following from the Chief of Police of Chicago: 

“Dear Sir—In compliance with your request, asking for pictures 
of James C. Barton, alias Jimmy Bryant, would say that the 
inclosed picture was taken over four yoars ago, and although he 
has been arrested a number of times, he always manages to 
escape, either in the Police Court or on appeal to the Criminal 
Court. He haa never done time that I am aware of, but is con- 
sidered here to be one of the best of his class in the country, and 
you will be doing the community at large a benefit if you can put 
him away for a long term.”’ 

Thus posted, the St. Louis police knew that there would soon 
be an effort to secure Bryant’s release. Among crooks of this class 
there ie a fellowship and they usually have 4 reserve fund of money 
from which to draw sufficient to furnish bail, and then the prisoner 
can escape. The first move in this direction was made by a woman 
who came from Chicago and said she was Bryant's wife. She 
pleaded with the police to release her husband on bail, and was 
assured that such would be useless, as he would be immediately 
arrested on other charges. 

The department Ddélieved that Bryant's pals would make good 
with a cash deposit any bond requdred in a single case and the 
thief would decamp as soon as he got out of jail ‘ 

The next move surprised the police. Hugh Brady, the Sixteenth 
Ward politician, marched down to Four Courts and urged the 
prisoner's release upon bond whioh he would furnish to any 
amount. He said that if the young man had not been wrongly 
accused he had, at the most, been guilty of only a moment's 
wrong doing, that he was eorry therefor, and that he was a@ nice 
fellow and could in all probability prove his innocence at the trial. 

Chief Desmond did not tell Brady of the letter from Chicago, 
but he sald if Bryant should be released on bail he would at once 
cause his rearrest on the charge of assaulting Mr. Crotty, and if 
he should be released again he had other charges to prefer 
against him, 

Brady became insistent, and when asked why he manifested 
guch interest in the case he said that a friend of his in Chicago 
urged him to secure the young man’s release. He was told that 
Bryant might run away as soon as the bail had been procured and 
the bonds would be forfeited. Brady said he didn’t care, that he 
Was prepared for any such emergency. But his arguments proved 
of no avail and he left the Four Courts without gaining the release 
of Jimmy Bryant, 

But Chief Desmond was fearful that this ward politician might 
find a way to circumvent the officials, and so he stationed a de- 
tective at the door of the jail, where he remained three days under 
orders to arrest Bryant upon another charge the moment he should 
be released,

JIMMY BRYANT, THE DIAMOND THIEF. 


Hugh J. Brady sought to have him released on bond and failed. 
from custody while in charge of Deputy Sheriff Annis, 
He was recaptured, pleaded guilty and was pardoned Sept. 10, 


It was a wise move and might have been necessary, for Brady 
did exactly what was expected. That evening he called upon Judge 
Claiborne at his home and advanced the same erguments he had at 
Four Courts, to the effect that Bryant should be released on bail. 
But the Judge deferred action. 

The following day rumors were current at Four Courts that 
Desmond had been offered $1,500 if he would not prevent Bryant's 
release. Who meade this offer has never been known. The Chief of 
Detectives has refused to say who tried to bribe him, but he has 
never denied that an attempt was made in this direction. It was 
also said that one of his men had a chance to make some money. 


There followed a sensational episode. The morning of 
Sept. 21 there was a daring jail delivery, followed by one of the 


most exciting chases by police and deputy sheriffs ever known in. 


the city. Seven prisoners, including the leader, Jimmy Bryant, 
gained their liberty. They were: William Blagdean, charged with 
assault to kill; Edward Carr arid Albert Harris, burglary; J. Edward 
Kelleher, highway robbery; James McNamara, robbery in the first 
degree, and James Foss, burglary and larceny. 

The prisoners escaped from the dock of the St. Louis Crim- 
inal Court, where they were awaiting arraignment in the custody 
of Brady’s brother-in-law, then a deputy sheriff. 

William Annis, Hugh Brady’s brother-in-law, was a deputy 
eheriff at that time. It was proven that he had charge of the 
squad of which Bryant was a member. His excuse was that the 
prisoners were making such a noise that he did not hear the 
efforts to escape. Deputy Sheriff Larry Kickham testified that if 
a noise was being made it was Annis’ duty to put a stop to it. 

The evidence at this inquiry showed that on this morn- 
ing, in order to effect an escape, the prisoners kicked 
through several fee of plastering. broke and twisted several 
iron bars and smashed a quantity of glass. Moreover, it was shown 
| that one of the windows used in the escape was open opportunely 

for the first time in 
a year. 

But beyond devel- 
oping these facts 
nothing ever came of 
the inquiry. The de- 
very was a nine 
days’ wonder and 
then was forgotten. 

At the time Hugh 
Brady was asked by 
reporters why he had 
manifested such an 
interest in the thief. 
interest in the case. 
He replied that he 


had done gs0 for a’ 


friend in Chicago and 
in support of his 
statement exhibited a 
letter and a telegram. 
But no one ever saw 
the names that were 
attached to these mis- 
sives. Brady § had 
carefully torn off the 
signatures before ex- 
hibiting them and re- 
fused to make the 
names public. The 
letter purported to 
have been written on 
a blank used by mem- 
bers of the Chicago 
Council. It was dated 
Sept. 4, 1894, and read: 

‘*Friend Hugh— 
There is a young man 
by the name of James 


Bryant locked up in.

is a personal friend of 
mine, and also of 
gome of your best 
friends. He is a very

The telegram was dated Chicago, Sept. 22, 1894, and read: 

“Hugh Brady, 8t. Louis: Friend Brady—What are you doing 
for my friend, Jimmy Bryant? “yy 

To show the general opinon about this time the following is 
copied from the Post-Dispatoh of Sept. 22: 

“Chief Desmond thinks the plan of escape originated in Bryant’s 
mind, as he gives Bryant credit for being the smartest man in the 
outfit. Bryant was arrested two weeks ago for snatching a diamond 
from a gentleman's shirt front on a Washington avenue car, near 
Vandeventer and Finney avenues. When he was. first arrested 
Chief Desmond wrote to various places for his history, and from 
Chicago it was learned that, while Bryant had been arrested sev- 
eral times, he had never been convicted. He had always managed 
to escape, either in Police Court or in the Criminal Court, The 
intimation was. that Bryant had some sort of political pull in 
Chicago. An attempt was made to get him out on bail here,“-Hugh 
Brady being one of those who visited Four Courts to gee about it, 
but bail had not been agranged. It is also stated by an official who 
knows that there was an offer of money for Bryant's releare.* 

All the prisoners who broke jail with Jimmy Bryant were 
recaptured. The jig was up so far as bail was concerned for the 
protege of Hugh Brady, and he was indicted by the September 
Grand-jury. 

The next move waa the employment of counsel. But after 
reviewing the evidence the lawyer saw that the case was hopeless 
and advised his client to plead guilty. Bryant did so, and early in 
1895 was sentenced to two years in the penitentiary. 

But the closing of the doors upon his protege, the diamond 
thief, did not lessen Brady's ardor. He at once went to work to 
secure a pardon. His efforts in this direction proved successful, 


and on Sept. 10, 1896, the papers were signed by Gov. Stone that 
caused the prison doors to open for James C. Barton, alias Jimmy 
Bryant. 

In securing this pardon a pull worthy of a better cause was 
exerted. The co-operation of the Governor of a Northern com- 
monwealth was secured. This story is as follows: 

This Governor had lost a valuable diamond on the evening 
of his inauguration into office. One of Bryant's friends’ had 
stolen the stone, and overtures were made to return the jewel 
to the owner, on the condition that he would use his influence 
with Missouri's chief executive to have Bryant pardoned. As a 
result of the negotiations the diamond was returned to the North- 
ern Governor and the pardon followed.

SHERIFF’S DEPUTIES ON GUARD. 


But the Number Under Arms 
Has Been Reduced toa 
Dozen Men. 


STRIKERS CAMP NEAR TOWN. 


More Are Said to Be on the Way 
and Conditions May Ma- 
terially Change by 
Tuesday. 


From a Staff Correspondent. 

COFFEEN, Ill, Aug. 9.—The expected 
clash between the strikers and m'‘neworkers 
did not take place this morning. At 7 
o'clock eight men went to work in the 
Coffeen mines under protection of Sher'ff 
Randall and a guard of only a dozen dep- 
uties. The Sheriff told the Post-Dispatch 
correspondent at noon to-day he thought 
all poss'bility of a serious conflict was over. 
He intended to keep his guards on duty, 
however, until every symptom of trouble 
has disappeared. 

The strikers on the other hand declare 
they will hold ‘their ground until frost falls 
but what they will enter the village and in- 
duce the men now at work to drop their 
picks. Last night 300 armed men guarded 
the town to prevent strikers from comtng 
within the corporate limits. Sheriff Ran- 
dall and B. B. Ray, Gov. Tanner’s repre- 
sentative, this morning held a conference 
and Mr. Ray told the Sheriff it was injudic- 
ious policy to keep so many deputies in ser- 
vice. He pointed out that it was incen- 
diary to have the high roads patrolled and 
made plain that while the men were in pa- 
cific humor, the martial aspect of affairs 
might tend to arouse them and bring forth 
serious results. Acting upon the suggestion 
of the Governor's representative, . Sheriff 
Randall then dismissed all his deputies ex- 
cept twelve, who were placed upon the 
property of the Coffeen Coal and Copper 
Company. 

Mr. Ray left here at noon for Pana. He 
had received inside information that a 
party of 300 miners were on their way from 
Pana, which is 34 miles away in Christian 
County, to this place to reinforce the strik- 
ers. They are expected to reach Coffeen 
at midnight or early in the morning. Mr. 
Ray said just as he was starting that while 
he did not anticipate any immediate trou- 
ble he still regarded the situation as seri- 
ous and that he would hasten to Spring- 
field during the present lull to lay before 
Gov. Tanner the résults of his presence 
here, 


“I have found the strikers in a very easy 
frame of mind,’’ eaid Mr. Ray; ‘‘they as- 
sured me they were here only to protect 
themselves and that they would be guilty 
of no overt act. I had a talk with the 
workers before they entered the mine this 
morning. I told them why Gov. Tanner 
had not sent troops here, and I impressed 
upon them that his refusal to call out the 
miliiia was due to a fear of too hasty ac- 
tion. I then told them that they need have 
no fear. that the State would not see them 
to a finish in this matter.

“The rank and file of the strikers I have 
found. to be an intelligent, fair-minded lot 
of men. I do not fear any ruction unless 
a vicious character of anarchistic princi- 
ples finds his way among them and Incites 
them to violence.”’ 

Notwithstanding that Sheriff Randall has 
discharged from duty so many of his depu- 
ties, this village is virtually under martial 
law. No one !{s permitted to leave or enter 
by the few roads leading into it without 
being questioned » one of the regular vil- 
Inge constabulary. Every inhabitant of Cof- 
feen was out of bed at 4:80 this morning ex- 
pecting to hear the guns of war discharged. 
The two or three stfeets of the village are 
deserted and no loitering is permitted. 


“Gen.” Bradley tried to make his way 
across the sentry lines last night, but was 
called down by some of Sheriff Randall's 
determined warriors. They searched him, 
but the dudish leader of the strikers was 
minus firearms, so he was permitted to re- 
turn to the camp of the enemy. In some 
way he procured a buggy and was driven 
from the strikers’ camp in Wood's pasture” 
about two miles southwest of the village 
to Hillsboro, where he caught a train to 
Springfield. He is presumably in the capt- 
tal to-day hobnobbing with Gov.

Tan- 
ner will not order troops to Coffeen, as there 
is no necessity ofdt. B. B. Ray, who rep- 
resents the Governpr at Coffeen, wired him 
this morning that everything was quiet, He 
was at the miners’ camp at 5 o’ciack and 
says there is no likelihood of a demonstra- 
tion.

ON TO MURPHYSBORO. 


‘‘'wo Thousand Strikers Will Camp 
Near the Town. 


Before the end of the week it is expected 
2,000 striking coal miners will be camped 


on the outskirts of~ Murphysboro. The 
critical stage of the situation tn Southern 
Illinois will have been reached. Violence 
— bloodshed are regarded as sure to fol- 
ow. 

The Murphysboro men a week ago refused 
to strike. They are working full time and 
sending quantities of coal into St. Louis. 

When the decision was reached 200 Belle- 
ville miners were in the town, but they 
Were not ready to act. They accepted free 
transportation from the operators and re- 
turned home. 

Pians were then laid for a general ad.- 
vance on the place. The Duquoin men 
were communicated with. They had re- 
sumed work when Murphysboro refused to 
quit, but sent word that they were ready 
to throw down their picks and join in the 
advance on Murphysboro as soon as Belle- 
ville called on them to do so. 

The Belleville men held a meeting Mon- 
day morning at the West End Engine- 
house. The situation was thoroughly can- 
vassed and it was agreed that unless Mur- 
physboro was stopped the strike would cer- 
tainly be prolonged and might be lost. 

The decision was to go to Murphysboro 
without delay. The start will be made 
Monday evening. Some will walk, but 
most of them will try to’*catch Illinois 
Central freight trains. Profiting by their 
past experience they will not take posses- 
sion of a train in a body at the depot, but 
swing on by twos and threes wherever they 
can. 

They will go straight to Duquoin. They 
expect to be joined by all the men there 
and at Marion, Carterville and Johnson 
City for the final stand at Murphysboro. 

Trouble is also probable at Muddy Valley. 
The men are working there. It will be 
hard to get them out, because the pit and 
the entire settlement is surrounded by a 
high fence surmounted by sentinel boxes.

BIGGEST ON EARTH. 


A Harvester Used on a Farm in Cal- 
ifornia. . 


Farmers are coming for miles to see at 
work the biggest grain harvester in the 
world on Roberts Isiand in the San Joa- 
quin River, says a San Francisco paper. 
The machine turns out three sixty-pound 
sacks of wheat every minute. The machine 
has a cutting line of fifty-two feet, and it 
also threshes and sacks the grain. In one 
run around a 4,000-acre field it will turn out 
hundreds of sacks of wheat ready for mar- 
ket. 

The cost of harvesting has been reduced 

to a minimum by this machine and the 
number of days consumed in getting «a 
large fleld y for market will be about 
half that of the regular harvester. Eight 
or ten men handle it easily while it ts turn- 
ing out from 1,500 to 1,800 sacks a day of 
ten hours and sweeping 100 acres of grain 
‘lean. 
At present fit is working in the heaviest 
wheat ever grown in this country. The 
grain on the islands has always been tall 
and of rank growth, but this year it was 
much heavier than in past seasons. No 
difficulty has been experienced in harvest. 
ing, as the traction engine, which was bullt 
especially for the machine, pushes it 
through the thick grain with about the 
same ease that an ordinary engine would 
draw @& wagon over a country road.

ANOTHER GOOD WEEK. 

The week just ended increases the 
hopefulness of the business situation. 
Failures for the week were 237 in the 
United States against 240 last year, and 
29 in Canada against 32 last year. This 
is not a striking decrease, but it shows 
that the tendency is in the right direc- 
tion, 

As long as the foreign demand for 
wheat continues and present good prices 
for other farm products hold, a stimulus 
will be felt in all lines of industry. The 
immense farming population'will become 
an active factor in the problem of rais- 
ing consumption to the level of produc- 
tion, and we may expect to see all lines 
of manufacture resume the normal con- 
dition. 

With the improvement in wheat and 
farm products, railway securities and 
stocks generally continue to rise, The 
advance is a healthy one, caused by ac- 
tual business activity and the great de- 
mand upon the railways for transporta- 
tion of an abundant crop. 

The volume of businéss, as shown by 
actual payments through the clearing 
houses, is 28.4 per cent larger than for 
the corresponding week last year, and 
7.7 per cent larger than for the corre- 
sponding week in 1892. Exports of mer- 
chandise still continue to increase, and, 
as the Post-Dispatch has potnted out, 
that is one of the most hopeful signs 
of the situation.

Fresh Air societies exist in all 
the large cities, similar to that In this city, 
with the great difference that instead of 
giving the children only_a day’s outing the 
Eastern organizations send them many 
miles out into the country for a protracted 
stay of two weeks or more. In New York 
alone over 20,000 poor: waifs had an outing 
in the country last year at popular ex- 
pense. 

These Fresh Alr organizations are con- 
ducted like any business’ establishment. 
Many agents are employed to gather the 
children and look after their welfare dur- 
ing their trip. Correspondence is main- 
tained with hundreds of whole-souled 
farmers, who annually offer to care for 
the city waifs and mothers with babies, 
free of charge. .Thus the only cost to the 
society is the transportation. Often special 
trains are chartered which carry ag high 
as 50 mothers and children. 

Besides the countless lives annually

This year, for about the first time in the 
history of that organization, there are some 
losers. 

Most of the clubs, however, have made 
money. 

To the St. Louls Club this is perhaps the 
worst year financially it has ever experi- 
enced, 

The poor showing of the team from the 
Start and the early evidence that !t was 
not a factor in the League race ruined its 
prospects early in the season. 

It will close the base ball 
money loser, 

The Chicago Club, St. Louls’ greatest 
rival, has done but little better than the 
home team. The week-day attendance has 


not been up to the average of former years 
and only the Sunday games have landed it 
@ small ‘winner on the season, 

The Pittsburg Club met with 
reverses early in the season its patronage 
fell away off and It will close the season 
with a balance on the wrong side of the 
ledger. 

Cleveland has never been much of a week- 
day attraction. The week-day attendance 
this year has fallen away down so that 
it did not average much more than 600 to 
the game. Robison made a fight in the 
courts for Sunday games, won it, and the 
team is doing better now than it did. But 
It will not finish the season very much of 
a winner. 

Louisville will do better this year than 
ever. The Colonels got a splendid start and 
that helped thelr patronage in the early 
Stage of the season. This year, too, that 
team has proven a good card on the road. 
In former years they attracted but Iittle 
fitention In the larger cities. This year 
they have done well all around. 

rhe Brooklyn Club this year will close the 
Season a loser. Brooklyn has been badly 
handicapped this year by an inferior 
team and the Inaccessibility of its grounds. 
Its management tried to overcome these 
handicaps by cutting the admission to 2% 
cents, but even at this price the people of 
Brooklyn refuse to patronize a losing team. 

New York has turned out big crowds 
this season, and the wisdom of the mag- 
nates in deciding the Rusie case as they did 
has already been demonstrated. Rusle’s 
return to the game seems to have stirred 
up all the old time enthusiasm among the 
base ball fans in New York. 

The Washington Club depends mainly on 
the Government employes for its support. 
Notwithstanding the failure of the Senators 
to come up to expectations they have 
drawn fairly well at home. They have done 
very little on the road, however. To secure 
the department patronage the games in 
Washington are not started until 4:30. 

The Bostons will be the biggest winner 
of this year’s League teams. They will 
clear over $50,000 on the season. On several 
occasions this year their reserved seat por- 
tion has proven too small to accommodate 
“he rush of patrons, and it has lost money 
on this account. 

Baltimore has done splendidly this year, 
both at home and abroad. It will clear 
very nearly $50,000 on the season. 

Cincinnati made nearly $50,000 last season 
and will do nearly as well this. The Cin- 
cinnati Club has lost several Sundays this 
year on account of rain, but its weekday 
patronage hae been immense and it will 
come pretty near clearing $50,000 again this 
year. 

The Philadelphia Club, which clears from 
$5,000 to $100,000 every year, started out well 
this season, but the poor showing of the 
team against the big Western clubs did it 
no good and on its return home its patron- 
age did not come up to expectations. It did 
much better on its second Western trip and 
as a reeult its patronage at home has itm- 
proved recently and the club will eas'ly 
close the season a $40,000 or $50,000 win- 
ner. 

Altogether the season has been a g00d one 
for the clubs that have played ball and a 
very bad one for those that have not. This 
year more than any other the managers 

ave been given to understand that it pays 
to have a winning team and that it does not 
pay to have a loser.

Be it ordained by the Municipal Assembly of the city of St. Louis, as fol- 


lows:

Section 1. That it shall hereafter be unlawful for any person to ride a bicycle, 
tricycle or velocipede or other like vehicle over any street or public thorough- 
fare, or in any public park within the city of St. Louis at a greater speed than 
ten miles an hour; provided, however, that the provisions of this section are not 
to apply to any inclosed track or race course. 

Sec. 2. Any person who shall not slacken the speed of such Dicycle on ap- 
proaching any cross walk upon which any person may be in the act of crossing 


or in the act of approaching or leaving a street car, 


or ehall negligently ride 


such bicycle so as to cause same to come in coldsion with or strike any other 
object or person, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Sec. 8. Any person riding a bicycle shall have a bell attached to same, shall 
carry a light in front of the Dbfeyole at night. 


Seo. 4. The provision’ of this ordinance 


are not to apply to tricycles or 


velocipedes ridden by children under the age of 12 years. 

Sec. 5. Persons violating any of the provisions of this ordinance shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not legs than $% 
nor more than $100 for each and every offense.

Among the delegates who will introduce 
ordinances is Delegate Weeke. He recently 
proposed an ordinance on the subject, but 
couldn't get a favorable report, and saw it 
killed by being filed.

Accidents continue to occur. There were 
several in the parks and on the boulevards 
Sunday night, due to dark whee!ls, but for- 
tunately none of them was serious. 

The worst accident that has occurred re- 
cently happened Saturday night to Nicho- 
las Monearrat, living at 2625 Scott avenue, 

He fell from his wheel on the Clayton 
road, west of Tamm avenue. 

The young man remounted and rode to his 
home. He fell insensible inside the door. 
Dr. Rule. who was called, found him bad- 
ly injured. He has concussion of the brain, 
several bruises cn the back, a cut over the 
left eye and a slight ecalp wound. 

The father of the young man thinks some 
one threw a rock at his son, which struck 
him and knocked him from his wheel. He 
was too good a rider to fall off. He also 
thinks the blow from the rock caused the 
concussion of the brain, and he hae asked 
the police to investigate the cause of the 
accident. 

The victim of the accident or assault is 
23 years of age. His condition is most se- 
rious, 

During the last few nights the number 
of bicyclists riding with lights has been 
steadily increasing. 

In Forest Park Sunday night many bi- 
cyclists rode with lights on their wheels. 
Their attention has so often been called to 
the danger of dark wheels that many riders 
are not waiting to be compelled by the law 
to use lamps. 

Women riders have generally taken to 
lights, and very few of ‘them rode dark 
wheels Sunday night. The numerous and 
serious accidents of recent date, all due to 
dark wheels, have served to point out to 
them the greatest danger of wheeling. In 
a night collision with a man, the weaker 
rider, the woman, would be hurt, and she 
proposes to guard against accidents of 


, this kind. 


Wheeling down the road, with a big light 
of her wheel, the 
the opposite direc- 
tion doesn’t know but that the rider behind 
that light is a man, bigger and stronger 
than himself, so he takes no chances. He 
avoids the light, and the wheelman with 
the lamp is given. the right of way. 
Except in turning sharp corners suddenly 
and fast. collisions never occur between 
light-carrying wheels. Inexperienced riders 
may be jolted or thrown off, but they are 
never run over and are never knocked down 
by coming in contact with other wheels, 
While many wheelmen in Forest Park and 
long the avenues gm, thereto carried 
heh te. yet the great majonty rode dark 
wheels. Some of these were young and 
rough riders, who don't much care whether 


i they run down and hurt other wheelmen or 


are hurt themselves. 

But most of them simply fall to carry 
lights through carelessness. They know 
lights are good things for night riders, and 
are safeguards on the road. Yet they don't 
earry them because it ts too much trouble. 

It is the rough riders and the careless 
riders that make necessary the passage of 
a law that will give protection to pedes- 
trians at night and to wheelmen on the 
atreets.

There were three men in the assaulting 
arty and Mahr does not know which of 
hem cut him. So far as is known there 
were no witnesses to the stabbing. 

| Mahr, in company with George Shaffner, 
is next door neighbor, went to a saloon 
t Twenty-fifth and Angelica streets. At li 
‘clock the wives of both men became un- 
ape Mrs. Schaffner went to the saloon

o ask her husband to come home. 

Three young men were seated on kegs 
ear the side door. 
As Mrs. Schaffner passed, one of them 
made a grossly insulting remark. 


Mahr was coming out of the saloon and 
heard what was said. He confronted the 
foul-mouthed tough and told him he would 
have to apologize to Mrs. Schaffner. The 
young hoodlum struck at him. ed 
" Schaffner came out of the saloon and was 
about to join in the fight when his wife 
threw herself in front of him. One of the 
lhoodlums pushed her aside roughly and hit 
Schaffner a swinging blow in the face. 

' The five men fought until they reached 
the middle of Angelica street, which is 
paved with loose macadam., 

The three toughs used the stones as 
weapons. Mrs. Schaffner remained near her 
husband and several times narrowly és- 
caped being hit by the flying missiles. 
| Mrs. Mahr, who had heard Mrs. Schaff- 
ner’s screams, rushed into 'the street. There 
was a battle with rocks in which five men 
and two women took part. 

The toughs charged on Mrs. Mahr and 
forced her to retreat Into her yard. Schaff- 
ner ran East on Angelica street, pursued 
by two of the men, and Mahr ran around 
to the alley. As he was entering the rear 
gate a knife was plunged into his back 


twice, 

He climbed the rear stairs with difficulty. 
At the door he fell in a faint at his wife's 
feet. Blood flowed from two gaping wounds 
in his back between the shoulders. 

Mahr lay there in his own blood nearly 
half an hour before his wife could obtain 
‘assistance to put him ona bed. Dr. Han- 
sen of Salisbury street stopped the 
flow of blood and pronounced the cuts 
serious. One of them is four inches long. 

The police rounded up a number of youn 
men in the neighborhood, but Mahr coul 
not identify any of them as “en been in 
the party that attacked him. He would 
know the three men, but has no idea which 
one of them stabbed him. His condition 
Monday morning was very serious.

» beer laden visitor started the trouble 

y trying to pick a fight with employes of 
the Union Depot Railway Co. He wanted 
a apocta’ car to take him down-town. When 
he didn’t get it he carried the war into the 
saloon, and tried to incite a Teutonic up- 
rising against the ‘“‘verdamte Irisher’’ cor- 
porotion. Somebody knocked him down, 
and a general fight started. Beer glasses 
flew and fists swung fast and furious. 

The first battle was in progress when one 
of the waiters went on a strike all by him- 
self and insisted on cashing his checks.

The other walters joined their 
colleague, while the bartenders lined up in 
defense of young Koerner. Koerner and the 
waiter rolled about the floor and into the

FIRE AT FESTUS. 


The Ghio Building Destroyed With a 
Loss of Ten Thousand Dollars.

FESTUS, Mo., Aug. 9.—This city was the 
scene of a $10,000 fire at an early hour this 
morning. The Ghio Building on the corner 
of Main and Mill streets was completely 
consumed. This was one of the finest bulld- 
ings in the city and was occupied by Camp- 
bell & Freeman's Palace saloon, Donnell & 
Funk, druggists, a branch office of the 
Prudential Insurance Co., a cigar factory 
and office of John W. Bruen, attorney at 
law. Almost everything was saved from 
the first floor, but the oes of the offi- 
ces suffered a total Joss. e heaviest loser 
was H. W. Meyer, proprietor of the cigar- 
factory, who lost his entire stock and had 
only a small insurance. J. W. Bruen, at- 
torney at law, suffered the loss of a fine 
law library and office fixtures and carried 
no insurance. The office furniture of the 
Prudential Life Insurance Co. was de- 
stroyed and was also uninsured, The bulld- 
ing was owned by G. H. Ghio of St. Louls 
and was protected by about half value.

City Counselor Marshall De- 
nounces the North and 
South Railway Bill. 


WAS NEVER LEGALLY PASSED. 


Witnesses Testify Relative to the 
Peculiar Doings in the 
Council. 


MOTION SUDDENLY WITHDRAWN 


Attorney Bell Asked an Imme- 
diate Ruling, Which Judge 
Valliant Said Would Indi- 

cate a Confession. 


The mandamus suit brought by the North 
aod South Railroad Co. to Compel Presi- 
dent E. F. W. Meter of the C'ty Council to 
affix his signature to the ordinance grant- 
ing the company a franchise for fifty years, 
came up before Judge Valliant in Division 
No. 5 of the Circuit Court Monday. 


The plaintiff company was represented by 
Leverett Bell and J. H. Overall. City Coun- 
sellor Wm. C. Marshall appeared for Mr. 
Meter. \ 

Mr. Meller was attended by Councilmen 
Horton and Ives, the leaders In the fight 
on the ordiance in the. Assembly. Broker 
John H. Blessing was present as a repre- 
sentative of the North & South Railroad 
Co. 

Mr. Marshall read his return. It set forth 
at length the history of the introduction and 
alleged passage of the bill and the reasons 
why the President was justified in not 
signing it. 

Mr. Marshall contended that the duties 


imposed upon the President were dis- 
mpenery, 

When r. Marshall concluded Mr. Bell 
made a motion for a judgment, notwith- 
standing the return. 

Mr. Marshall insisted that if the motion 
for a writ wae denied it should dispose of 
the case finally. 

Judge Valliant said that if a ruling was 
given on the motion of Mr. Bell the state- 
ment of facts would be taken as confessed, 
and the decision would be final. 

The attorneys for the relator withdrew 
the motion for a judgment and filed their 
reply to the return. 

The court ruled that the burden of proof 
rested on the defendant. Mr.Marshall ex- 
cepted. 

The firat witness called was 
Charles R. Graves of the Council. 

The first question asked by Mr. Marshall 
was whether the North and South bill was 
read the third time at the meeting at which 
it was passed.

Mr. Bell objected. He argued that the 
record of a legislative body could not be 
contradicted by parole evidence. 

He insisted that it was mandatory upon 
the President to sign all bills unless on its 
reading an objection was made by some 
member that alterations or amendments 
had been made in or to the bill. If he had 
the power to stop a bill by withholding his 
signature he was greater than the Mayor. 
The Mayor could not veto a bill orally. 
When the Mayor vetoed a bill and gave his 
reasons in whiting, it went back to the 
Assembly and might be passed over the 
veto. 

Hie held that Mr, Meler Was estopped by 
his position from denying the record be- 
cause it was the record of the body over 
which he presided. He could not hold two 
contradictory positions. 

When he concluded a recess was taken till 
2 o'clock.

Raid and Orders. the 
Prisoners’ Release, 


WHEEL OF FORTUNE CAPTURED. 


Excitement at Concordia Park 
Caused by Detectives in a 
’atrol Wagon. 


[AN OUTRAGE, SAYS HIS HONOR. 


Capt. Pickel Backs Water, Maj. 
Harrigan Professes Igno- 
rance and Commissioner 
Steuver Keeps Out. 


A patrol wagon dashed into Concordia Park 
Sunday afternoon, and stopped in front of 
the wheel of fortune. Several officers seized 
the big wheel and loaded it into the wagon. 

Consternation and indignation followed 
among the 10,000 persons who had gathered 
to enjoy the annual celebration of the Ba- 


varian Soclety. 

Detectives Kelly and Hatton superintended 
the dismantling of the wheel, and saw it 
safely landed in the Second District Police 
Staticn. Along with the wheel they took 
William Schillig, 1910 North Tenth street; 
Fred A. Loomis, 2 South Ninth, and Harry 
Schermerhaus, 108 South Fifteenth street. 

These men were in charge of the wheel 
and the detectives had them charged with 
operating a gambling device. 

Mayor Ziegenhein, president ex-officio of 
the Police Board, and Commissioner Tony 
Stuever were in the park at the time and 
President Harry Weber of the Bavarian 
Society and his Committee of Arrange- 
ments went in search of these officials. 

Mr. Steuver t the committee that he 
supposed the Aetgttives were acting under 
Chief Desmond’s/forders and he would not 
interfere. \ 

“This is a high-handed outrage,” ex- 
claimed the Mayor, as a score or more peo- 
ple crowded around them. “This should be 
rour last arrest and I intend to see that it 
- 

Capt. Pickel lost no time in complying with 
the Mayor's imperative demand and the 
wheel was soon in operation again. 

Mayor Ziegenhein, speaking of the inci- 
sont, said to a Post-Dispatch reporter Mon- 
day: 

The arrest was an uncalled-for reflection 
on the whole Bavarian Society, which is 
composed of some of the best citizens in this 
town. That society has been holding its 
celebrations for ten years down there, and 
they have always had wheels of fortune 
and devices to amuse people and make mon- 
ey off of, not for individuals, but for char- 
ity, because the proceeds of the celebration 
are devoted to helping the sick and indigent 
members of the society.

FAVORS FOR CHICAGO 


St. Louis Discriminated Against 
by Railroads in the Matter 
of Grain Rates. 


——— 


CUT FOR NORTHERN BUYERS. 


Windy City Speculators Enabled 
to Outbid Competition in 
the Western States. 


Grain brokers in this city are convinced 
that Chicago is being favored by Western 
railroads in the matter of shipping rates. 

A prominent grain dealer on 'Change said 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter: 

“There is no question about Chicago buy- 
ers getting a big cut from the railroads. 
Last week Chicago No. 2 red wheat was 73 
cents and 79 cents. St. Louls was § cents 
and 81 cents; still Chicago got the wheat. 

“On Aug. 8 a Chicago firm bid at Nebraska 
points 76c for No. 2 hard wheat, f. o. b 
Mississippi River, no commissions. The St. 
Louis bid was 76c, less commissions, a dif- 
ference of about 2c in favor of Chicago, and 
showing that the Chicago firm has a Mis- 
sissippi River rate. 

“On the same day the Chicago firm bid 
2Zic for ‘3 or better’ corn and the St. Louis 
bid was 27%c, less commissions. This is 1%c 
in favor of Chicago, also showing clearly 
that the Chicago man is getting the best of 
us with a Mississippi River rate. The 
same conditions apply to rye.” 

A. J. Vanlandingham of the S8t. Louie 
Traffic Bureau, !s hard after the rate mat- 
ter now and in all probability will be able 
to work a correction this week. He said 
this morning: 

‘The Traffic Bureau 
this matter for some time. 
is really worse on corn than wheat. Now 
for instance, last week Chicago had 1,131 
cars of wheat, St. Louts 874. The week be- 
fore Chicago had 1,177 cars. St. Louis 675. 
Three weeks ago Chicago had 574 cars, St. 
Louis 664. One year ago Chicago had 1,07 
ears, St. Louis 1.009. Two years ago Chi- 
cago had 567 cars, St. Lou's $27. 

“The corn situation was this: Last week 
Chicago had 6,123 cars of corn, St. Loul!s 672. 
The week before Chicago had 5,497 cars, 
St. Louls 295. Three weeks ago Chicago had 
3,630 cars, St. Louis 157. One year ago Chi- 
cago had 6,600 cars, St. Louts 1,557, wo 

ears ago Chicago had 2,476 cars, St. Louls 
367. Three years ago Chicago had 921 cars 
and St. Lou's 293. 

“By figuring the percentage on this it can 
easily be seen that St. Louis is not getting 
a@ square deal. 

‘We have the matter well in hand, how- 
ever, and we also have taken up the ques- 
tion of Galveston discrimination. I am as- 
sured that we will arrive at something defi- 
nite this week and I am inclined to beheve 
that we whl get such aseistance from the 
railroads as to put us on an even bas's 
with competing markets.’’ 

It is the general belief locally that the 
Chicago speculators are getting a big rake- 
off from the roads leading, from the grain 
centers into Chicago. This, is based on the 
fact that they have been Duying the grain 
in Nebraska, Kansas and other States at 
figures that Keep it away from St. Louls, 
though St. Louis is its natural outlet, There 
should be a 5-cent differential between Chi- 
cago and St. Louis rail rates in favor of 
the latter. The fact that the Chicago spec-

There has been some talk of the possible 
closing of local mills because of the diver- 
sion of wheat from this market and con- 
sequent high prices. The local millers are 
unanimous In saying that nothing of this 
kind can happen. 

Alex Smith of the Victoria Mille said: 
“There is undoultiedly some truth in the 
statement that &t. Louls is being diserim- 
inated against by the railroads in favor of 
Chicago, but there is no truth in the state- 
ment that St. Louls millers will have to) 
shut down their plants. We wil! keep right 
along grinding as long as we can sell the 
flour, and all that will stop us is a lack ofa 
flour market. We can getall the wheat we 
want, and we are getting it. If the Kan- 
sas ve miNs are shutting down it’s be- 
cause they are not progressive enough to 
ay the price.”’ 

PVresthant H. F. Langenberg of the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange does not feel greatly 
concerned over the situation. 

‘This is a case of the poor being always 
with us,’ he sald. “It is probably true that 
the St. Louis roads are not giving us as 
good treatment as they should, but we 
have had the same thing to contend with 
for years, and as a matter of fact we are 
in no worse condition now than we have 
been all alongs About © per cent of the 
Nebraska and Kansas wheat that Chicago 
is now getting is hard or spring wheat. 
Our millers never germind this wheat when 
they can get soft wheat, hence there will be 
no shutting down of local mills on that 
account. We are concerned somewhat 
about the shortage of winter wheat In the 
belt around 8t. Louls, but I have no doubt 
we will get enough wheat to keep us going. 
There has no doubt been some cutting done 
by the Chicago lines, and also some by the 
Galveston Mnes. How much, no one can 
tell. The situation is not as bad as it has 
been painted, so far as St. Louls is con-
